IPSWICH  TOWN  REPORT 
SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  —  1937 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

Having  been  advised  by  Chairman  Wallace  that  his  report 
would  be  of  such  a  nature  that  we  would  not  sign  it,  we  are 
therefore  making  this  separate  report. 

It  is  no  secret  that  the  division  of  members  on  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  this  year  has  been  over  the  troublesome  issue  of 
the  administration  of  WPA.  This  started  in  March  over  ex- 
penditures during  the  previous  month,  and  selection  of  a  Chair- 
man. Feelings  gradually  increased,  it  became  even  more  diffi- 
cult to  conduct  the  town's  business,  and  the  Chairman  finally 
submitted  what  we  understood  to  be  his  resignation,  and  it  was 
accepted  to  take  affect  the  first  of  July. 

During  the  interim  the  Chairman  had  a  change  of  heart, 
and  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  before  the  resignation  had  become 
effective,  facts  were  presented  to  us  to  show  that  the  resignation 
was  not  legal. 

Reconciliation  and  promises  followed,  and  harmony  pre- 
vailed once  more,  only  to  last  a  short  time  due  to  continued  un- 
warranted administrative  expense  of  the  WPA.  This  finally 
resulted  in  the  removal  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men as  Co-Ordinator,  and  the  appointment  of  Chester  J.  Patch, 
Jr.,  as  supervisor. 

This  move  has  resulted  in  a  saving  to  the  town  of  Ipswich 
of  about  $44.00  per  week,  and  although  the  number  of  men  on 
WPA  has  tripled,  the  cost  of  running  this  department  has  not 
increased  as  far  as  the  town  is  concerned.  We  now  have  more 
than  100  on  the  payroll,  and  from  present  indications  there 
should  be  no  increase  in  the  operating  costs  of  WPA  in  the  fu- 
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ture,  as  far  as  supervision  is  concerned,  even  if  100  more  were 
added  to  the  several  jobs. 

At  the  time  of  Mr.  Patch's  appointment  there  was  but  one 
project  approved,  and  that  was  a  drainage  project  which  had 
been  submitted  for  approval  in  1935.  This  type  of  work  is  not 
the  most  desirable  in  the  winter  time  if  others  can  be  selected  and 
approved.  Efforts  were  made  at  once  to  draw  up  new  projects 
and  at  the  present  time  we  have  enough  in  the  making,  and  ap- 
proved, to  employ  all  men  available  for  sometime. 

We  wish  to  commend  Mr.  Patch  for  the  fine  work  he  has 
done.  He  has  been  hampered  in  every  way,  but  does  not  com- 
plain, and  from  the  experience  he  has  acquired  he  will  be  a  de- 
cided improvement  over  the  previous  management. 

From  our  experience  of  four  years  it  is  a  mistake  to  have  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  manage  WPA  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons:  It  gives  him  the  chance  of  building  a  political 
organization  by  hiring  of  trucks,  purchase  of  materials  and 
tools,  newspaper  stories  crediting  him  with  the  securing  of 
funds  for  the  different  projects,  recommendations  for  foremen, 
timekeepers,  etc.,  all  of  which  is  not  consistent  with  efficient 
town  government. 

A  most  salutory  move  during  the  past  year  was  a  hearing 
held  at  the  Town  Hall  designed  to  promote  considerable  interest 
in  the  dredging  of  the  Ipswich  River.  A  very  enthusiastic  meet- 
ing was  held,  attended  by  many  of  the  townspeople,  and  we  be- 
lieve much  good  will  follow. 

River   Dredging 

It  is  but  fair  to  point  out,  in  this  respect,  that  we  went  to 
Salem  and  conferred  with  Congressman  George  Bates  to  see 
what  could  be  done  relative  to  a  hearing  by  the  Army  Engineers 
on  dredging  the  river,  and  were  advised  by  Congressman  Bates 
that  a  communication  had  been  directed  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  several  weeks  before  which,  in  substance, 
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called  up  on  the  Board  to  get  busy  and  plan  for  a  hearing.  This 
was  the  first  intimation  we  had  that  the  government  was  await- 
ing action  first  by  Ipswich  officials,  as  the  Chairman  had  not 
called  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Board. 

We  wish,  at  this  time,  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
Little  Neck  Association  for  the  interest  they  took  in  this  hear- 
ing, and  other  matters  relative  to  the  development  of  the  recre- 
ational industry  of  Ipswich. 

Great  Neck 

■ 

During  the  past  year  Great  Neck  has  been  thrown  open  for 
development,  and  we  feel  the  town  should  give  careful  consider- 
ation this  year  to  ways  and  means  of  developing  the  natural  ad- 
vantages of  Ipswich  to  the  end  that  more  worthwhile  residents 
may  be  attracted  to  this  town. 

Starting  with  1938,  control  of  the  town's  property  at 
Great  Neck  will  pass  from  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, inasmuch  as  trustees  are  being  elected  by  the  people  for 
this  express  purpose.  The  duties  of  these  trustees  will  grow  in- 
creasingly important  as  the  years  go  on,  and  as  Great  Neck  is  de- 
veloped, and  we  feel  it  is  a  wise  move  to  have  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  voters  the  choice  as  to  who  shall  manage  this  prop- 
erty. 

Highway  Department 

With  respect  to  the  Highway  Department.  We  feel  that 
the  Superintendent  has  done  a  good  job.  It  was  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  voters  at  a  town  meeting,  recently,  that  the  de- 
partment had  some  unpaid  bills  for  the  year  1937.  It  might  be 
advisable  due  to  the  antiquated  system  of  bookkeeping,  and  the 
increased  detail  in  this  department,  that  the  system  be  improved 
and  that  the  superintendent  retain  a  part-time  bookkeeper.  This 
should  overcome  the  matter  of  unpaid  bills  in  this  department. 
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It  is  our  feeling  that  it  would  be  a  wise  move  for  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  at  their  initial  meeting  after  election,  to  assign  one 
or  more  departments  to  each  Selectman  for  direct  supervision,  i. 
e.,  one  Selectman  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  highway  depart- 
ment, another  with  the  police  department,  another  with  the 
fire  department,  etc.  It  would  then  be  understood,  in  advance, 
which  member  of  the  Board  was  responsible  for  certain  town 
departments,  and  no  confusion  would  result  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Machinery  Fund 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  set  up  in  the  highway 
department  a  so-called  Machinery  Fund.  In  brief  this  means 
that  for  rental  of  the  Highway  Department  trucks  and  machin- 
ery on  Chapter  90  work  the  State  reimburses  the  town,  and 
private  parties  reimburse  the  town  when  Highway  Department 
equipment  is  used  for  private  work.  This  money  goes  into 
what  is  now  called  the  Machinery  Fund.  This  money  may  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment  or  repair  of  present 
equipment  for  the  Highway  Department,  but  only  by  vote  of 
the  people  at  a  town  meeting.  Rental  of  this  equipment  for 
snow  removal  should  be  paid  out  of  the  snow  removal  fund. 

Fire  Department 

We  feel  the  Fire  Department  has  operated  in  the  past  year 
in  its  usual  efficient  manner.  It  is  our  understanding  the  De- 
partment is  recommending  the  purchase  of  a  new  piece  of  fast 
equipment,  to  cost  no  more  than  $2,000.  Their  request  merits 
careful  consideration  by  the  voters,  as  it  has  been  our  experience 
that  the  Fire  Department  is  conservative  in  its  demands. 

Police  Department 

With  regard  to  the  Police  Department.  Through  the 
medium  of  WPA  labor  the  quarters  of  the  police  have  been 
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greatly  improved  during  the  past  year,  with  the  exception  of 
the  cellroom.  The  Board  of  Health,  on  December  10,  con- 
demned the  local  lock-up,  and  served  notice  on  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen they  would  give  us  until  April  20  to  remedy  conditions 
they  termed  "filthy  and  uninhabitable."  To  remedy  condi- 
tions in  the  cellroom  will  require  additional  expenditures  un- 
der the  Town  Hall  budget. 

At  a  recent  meeting  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  ap- 
prove the  request  of  the  Police  Chief  for  one  day  off  in  seven  for 
the  men  in  his  department.  Last  year  the  Legislature  voted 
that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  a  town  may  authorize  one  day 
off  in  seven  for  the  police.  We  have  no  apologies  to  make  to 
the  voters  for  authorizing  one  day  off  in  seven.  We  considered 
it  for  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned.  The  voters  have  their 
opportunity  to  approve,  or  disapprove,  of  this  action  at  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  when  the  police  department  budget  for 
1938  comes  before  them. 

Town  Hall  Conditions 

With  respect  to  conditions  existing  in  the  Town  Hall  we 
feel  the  time  has  come  when  consideration  should  be  given  to 
the  demand  of  the  State  that  some  suitable  quarters  be  provided 
for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  town  records.  If  the  Town  Clerk 
feels  that  the  large  safe  in  the  Accountant's  Office  would  take 
care  of  this  State  request,  at  least  for  the  time  being,  by  the  in- 
stallation of  a  fireproof  door  on  the  safe,  we  would  recommend 
that  such  action  be  taken  in  the  immediate  future.  The  town 
records  are  extremely  valuable,  and  cannot  be  replaced  in  the 
event  of  a  disastrous  fire. 

Move  Electric  Department 

In  this  connection  it  is  our  belief  that  the  day  has  come 
when  the  Water  and  Light  Department  should  be  moved  from 
the  Town  Hall  into  their  own  building  in  the  rear  of  the  Town 
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Hall.  If  the  Electric  Light  and  Water  Department  were  moved 
into  their  own  brick  building  it  would  be  possible  to  move  the 
Town  Accountant  and  Selectmen  into  the  office  vacated  by  the 
Water  and  Light  Department,  and  move  the  Town  Clerk  into 
the  office  now  occupied  by  the  Town  Accountant  and  Auditor. 
This  would  leave  vacant  the  office  now  occupied  by  the  Select- 
men to  care  for  any  additional  offices  that  now  lack  proper 
quarters. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  if  the  money  is  appropriated 
by  the  town  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  fireproof  door  for  the 
safe  hereinbefore  mentioned  that  these  changes  as  recommended 
be  made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

To  the  Town  Counsel,  the  Honorable  George  A.  Scho- 
field,  we  wish  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  for  his  valued  services 
during  the  past  year.  His  advice  and  assistance  has  been  inval- 
uable to  us,  and  we  would  like  to  spread  publicly  upon  the 
records  that  we  are  not  unmindful  of  it. 

Soldiers'  Relief 

We  wish  to  make  a  recommendation  at  this  time  that  we 
feel  is  more  than  due,  with  respect  to  applicants  for  Soldiers  Re- 
lief. These  men,  and  sometimes  women,  have  heretofore  come 
to  the  Town  Hall  on  Thursday  nights  and  lined  up  in  the  cor- 
ridor waiting  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  hear  their  pleas  for 
financial  relief.  This  method  subjects  these  people  to  the  public 
view  of  all  who  have  occasion  to  come  into  the  Town  Hall 
Thursday  night,  causing  considerable  embarrasment  to  those 
seeking  assistance  under  Soldiers  Relief.  We  feel  and  recom- 
mend that  in  the  future  it  would  be  advisable  to  alter  this  sys- 
tem, and  have  those  seeking  Soldiers  Relief  assistance  to  visit 
the  office  of  the  Town  Accountant,  who  is  the  clerk  of  the 
Board,  make  known  their  request,  and  he  in  turn  will  place  these 
before  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  their  regular  weekly  meetings, 
when  they  will  be  acted  upon. 
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Tax  Rate 

An  improved  condition  in  1936  and  1937  permitted  us  to 
show  a  reduction  in  the  tax  rate  for  1937.  We  are  not  so  con- 
fident that  the  1937  rate  can  be  maintained  for  1938.  With 
welfare  and  relief  costs  soaring,  every  effort  consistent  with  the 
economic  safety  of  the  town  should  be  made  to  keep  the  tax  rate 
down  to  its  present  level.  Each  request  for  an  increased  budget, 
therefore,  should  be  closely  scanned  by  the  voters  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

Shellfish   Industry 

The  shellfish  industry  continues  to  be  a  real  asset  to  Ips- 
wich, and  none  can  estimate  what  it  has  done  to  relieve  the  wel- 
fare costs  during  the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  during 
the  past  year  both  groups — the  clam  dealers  and  the  diggers — 
have  decided  to  organize.  We  feel  it  is  only  through  organiza- 
tion that  the  shellfish  industry  can  be  placed  on  the  high  and 
profitable  scale  for  Ipswich  that  it  deserves,  and  we  earnestly 
solicit  for  the  industry,  the  understanding  and  cooperation  of 
the  townspeople  as  they  appear  before  you  from  time  to  time 
for  enactment  of  this  or  that  ruling. 

Traffic  Rules 

In  August  the  Selectmen  met  and  drew  up  a  proposed  set 
of  rules  and  regulations  governing  traffic  in  Ipswich.  They 
were  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  ap- 
proved by  them,  and  there  is  but  need  now  of  an  appropriation 
to  cover  the  cost  of  putting  these  into  effect.  There  is  a  real 
need  for  such  traffic  regulations. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  other 
departments  of  the  town  who  have  cooperated  with  the  Board 
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of  Selectmen,  and  by  so  doing  have  made  it  a  little  easier  to 
transact  the  many  duties  that  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  Board. 

We  submit  this  report  for  your  consideration  and  inspec- 
tion, trusting  that  this  brief  outline  of  our  work  during  the  past 
year  will  meet  with  your  approval.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


1 .  This  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  the  year  1937  is  submitted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
as  an  individual  member,  believing,  and  having  good  reason  to 
believe,  that  the  other  members  of  the  Board  would  not  agree 
to  this  report,  and  would  not  sign  the  same,  and  that  it  is  their 
intention  to  file  a  report  of  their  own. 

2.      Highways. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Highway  Department,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  has  endeavored  to 
maintain  the  public  ways  in  the  Town  in  as  good  a  condition  as 
possible  with  the  funds  allocated  to  their  department.  Consider- 
able work  has  been  performed  under  Chapter  90  of  the  General 
Laws.  Alterations  and  improvements  have  been  made  on  the 
bridge  on  the  Mill  Road  over  the  Ipswich  River,  which  is  a  de- 
cided improvement.  Approximately  1500  feet  of  Mill  Road 
has  been  reconstructed  with  a  bituminous  concrete  surface.  I 
recommend  an  appropriation  under  Chapter  90  be  made  for 
the  purpose  of  completing  Mill  Road  to  Sullivan's  Corner  on 
the  Topsfield  Road.  A  start  was  made  on  the  reconstruction  of 
Topsfield  Road  but  due  to  weather  conditions  it  was  impos- 
sible to  complete  the  surface.  This  portion  of  Topsfield  Road 
will  be  completed  as  soon  as  weather  conditions  are  favorable, 
funds  being  now  on  hand  to  cover  this  work.  I  recommend 
that  a  further  appropriation  be  made  under  Chapter  90  for  con- 
tinuing the  work  on  Topsfield  Road. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  Little  Neck  Boulevard,  so- 
called,  has  been  constructed.     This  road  has  cost  approximately 
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$80,000.00  and  an  appropriation  should  be  made  to  maintain 
the  same  in  proper  condition.  I  recommend  that  an  appropri- 
ation be  made  for  necessary  maintenance  of  the  Little  Neck 
Boulevard. 

The  Causeway  from  the  foot  of  East  Street  to  Eagle  Hill 
is  at  present  in  a  very  dangerous  condition  and  because  of  such 
condition  and  unless  repairs  are  made  thereon,  may  subject  the 
Town  to  suits  for  damages.  The  Chairman  has  filed  a  petition 
with  the  County  Commissioners  for  a  new  Lay-out  and  some 
consideration  should  be  given  this  year  to  an  appropriation  to 
reconstruct  this  causeway.  Unless  this  causeway  is  reconstruct- 
ed along  more  suitable  lines,  accidents  are  bound  to  occur,  and 
the  Chairman  deems  it  wise  to  so  inform  the  voter  and  taxpay- 
er upon  whom  the  burden  would  fall  if  injuries  were  received, 
because  of  difficulties  which  are  known  to  the  proper  authorities. 

Candlewood  Road  is  in  very  poor  condition  and  some 
work  should  be  done  on  this  road  this  spring  and  the  Chair- 
man has  had  an  article  inserted  in  the  warrant  calling  for  an 
appropriation  to  resurface  part  of  this  road.  There  is  a  great 
deal  of  traffic  passing  over  this  road  and  the  Chairman  has  had 
many  complaints  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  this  particular 
road  and  realizes  that  it  is  impossible  to  do  work  of  the  nature 
required  on  this  road  with  the  limited  Highway  appropriation. 
I  firmly  believe  that  the  Highway  Department  should  be  given 
more  money  in  order  to  properly  care  for  the  upkeep  and  main- 
tenance of  its  highways. 

3.      Police  Department. 

The  Police  Department  comes  directly  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Since  the  Town  adopted  the 
Civil  Service  Laws  governing  the  Chief  of  Police  and  the  per- 
manent police  force,  the  question  of  political  appointments  has 
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been  eliminated.  The  Chairman  desires  to  call  attention,  how- 
ever, that  more  care  should  be  exercised  by  the  Board  in  the 
appointment  of  Special  Officers.  It  is  the  Chairman's  belief  that 
the  Chief  of  Police  should  be  consulted  on  all  applicants  for 
the  position  of  special  officers,  he  being  the  one  who  is  primarily 
responsible  for  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Board  is  very  well  satisfied  with  the  activities  of  the 
Police  Department  during  the  past  year.  Ipswich  is  the  largest 
town  in  Essex  County  in  area  and  has  more  than  100  miles  of 
highways.  The  Police  Department  consists  of  but  very  few 
men  and  it  is  impossible  for  these  officers  to  be  in  all  parts  of  the 
town  at  the  same  time.  There  has  been  very  little  criticism  with 
reference  to  the  Police  Department  during  the  past  year  and 
this  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  public  at  large  is  quite  well 
satisfied  with  existing  conditions.  Starting,  January  1,  1938 
the  police  have  been  granted  one  day  off  in  seven,  and  the  Chair- 
man believes  that  this  is  no  more  than  fair  to  the  officers.  For 
many  years  the  officers  have  worked  63  hours  a  week,  working 
7  days  a  week,  9  hours  a  day,  while  all  other  departments 
worked  5J^  days.  The  police  budget  this  year  requests  an  addi- 
tional amount  of  money.  The  business  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  necessary  to  have 
a  man  at  the  station  at  all  times.  Heretofore,  there  has  been  at 
the  Police  Station  nights  what  has  been  termed  a  "Keeper  of  the 
Lockup."  This  man  received  $10.00  a  week.  It  is  impossible 
to  obtain  the  services  of  a  suitable  person  at  this  wage,  therefore, 
the  Chairman  recommends  that  there  be  appropriated  a  sufficient 
amount  of  money  to  provide  a  regular  officer  for  night  duty.  It 
must  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  Police  Department  provides  for 
the  town  its  ambulance  service  and  calls  for  the  ambulance  come 
in  both  day  and  night,  and  when  the  ambulance  is  called  it  is 
usually  an  emergency  that  requires  immediate  action,  therefore, 
the  necessity  of  an  officer  at  night  who  will  be  in  a  position  to 
either  drive  the  ambulance  or  obtain  services  at  once. 
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4.      Fire  Department. 

This  department  comes  directly  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Its  affairs  are  directed  and  administered 
by  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  whose  report  has  been  sub- 
mitted. The  Chairman  is  very  well  satisfied  with  the  conduct 
of  this  department  during  the  past  year. 

5.      Soldiers'  Relief. 

The  control  of  the  appropriation  under  the  Soldiers'  Relief 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  burden  falling 
upon  them  to  decide  who  are  entitled  to  relief  under  this  appro- 
priation and  how  much  relief  should  be  granted.  Soldiers'  Re- 
lief was  originally  intended  to  provide  for  ex-soldiers,  sailors 
and  marines,  without  stigma  of  pauperism.  The  Chairman  be- 
lieves the  Soldiers'  Relief  should  be  administered  fairly.  He  has 
found  that  as  a  general  rule  those  receiving  Soldiers'  Relief  were 
always  perfectly  willing  to  work  out  at  a  fair  wage  such  relief 
as  was  granted.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  has  not,  however, 
always  agreed  with  the  other  members  of  the  Board  on  questions 
coming  under  Soldiers'  Relief,  as  he  believes  that  at  times  relief 
was  granted  without  proper  investigation.  On  December  20th, 
1937,  the  Chairman  called  a  joint  meeting  of  the  heads  of  all 
town  departments  and  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  and 
suggested  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  purchase  of  ma- 
terials and  that  the  recipients  of  Welfare  and  Soldiers'  Relief  be 
put  to  work  on  projects  which  would  provide  a  return  to  the 
town  for  the  expenditures  under  these  departments.  The  Chair- 
man believed  at  that  time,  and  still  believes,  that  some  method 
could  be  devised  and  properly  administered,  whereby  funds 
spent  under  Welfare  and  Soldiers'  Relief  would  provide  a  return 
to  the  town  in  a  greater  measure  than  now  attained. 

6.      Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  is  appointed  by  the 
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Selectmen.  A  new  sealer  has  recently  been  appointed.  At- 
tention is  at  this  time  directed  to  the  fact  that  there  are  no  suit- 
able quarters  for  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  the 
Town  Hall.  This  man  has  under  his  charge  and  control  some 
very  valuable  equipment.  The  question  of  providing  ample 
quarters  will  be  taken  up  under  a  separate  paragraph. 

7.      Town  Hall. 

Definite  steps  should  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  with  re- 
spect to  the  proper  allocation  of  quarters  in  the  Town  Hall  for 
the  various  offices.  At  present  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Town 
Treasurer  are  using  the  same  office.  The  Town  Clerk  should 
have  a  separate  office,  if  possible,  and  some  provision  made  with 
respect  to  the  public  records  and  documents.  The  present  vault 
and  storage  space  used  for  this  purpose  is  entirely  inadequate  not 
only  in  this  department  but  in  others.  The  room  in  the  Town 
Hall  previously  occupied  by  the  Electric  Light  and  Water  De- 
partment as  a  storeroom  and  work  shop  should  be  altered  into 
offices.  This  will  necessitate  an  additional  appropriation,  but 
the  space  in  its  present  condition  is  unsuitable  for  any  purpose. 
During  the  past  year  an  additional  room  has  been  allocated  to 
the  Police  Department,  which  makes  a  decided  improvement, 
not  only  in  the  appearance  of  the  police  rooms,  but  provides  a 
room  where  police  matters  can  be  discussed  with  witnesses  and 
complainants  privately.  I  wish  to  call  attention  at  this  time 
to  the  fact  that  the  appropriation  for  the  changes  in  the  Police 
Department  was  not  sufficient,  and  that  the  Chief  of  Police, 
with  the  help  of  some  of  the  officers,  in  their  own  time,  did 
a  portion  of  the  work.  The  time  is  fast  approaching  when 
some  changes  must  be  made  in  the  present  cell  room.  This  mat- 
ter has  been  before  the  town  previously,  but  now  conditions 
have  reached  the  point  where  further  delay  may  cause  consider- 
able difficulty.  The  Chairman  recommends  that  this  matter  be 
given  immediate  attention,  and  that,  if  necessary,  an  appropria- 
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tion  be  made  to  remedy  the  existing  conditions.  In  pursuance 
of  the  above  recommendation,  the  Chairman  is  inserting  in  the 
Town  Warrant  an  article  recommending  that  some  suitable 
person  or  committee  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
study  of  the  requirements  and  reporting  at  the  adjourned  meet- 
ing their  findings  and  recommendations. 

8.      Town  Wharf  and  Ipswich  River, 

Conditions  at  the  Town  Wharf  and  on  the  River  have 
reached  a  point  where  the  Chairman  feels  that  some  responsible 
person  Should  be  appointed  to  the  position  of  Harbor-Master. 
At  the  present  time,  the  wharf  is  being  used  as  a  storage  for 
boats  and  there  is  no  responsible  head  to  direct  and  supervise 
the  manner  in  which  this  is  done.  If  such  an  appointment  is 
made,  the  appointee  would  have  the  supervision  of  the  anchor- 
age of  boats  on  the  river  and  the  placing  of  buoys  and  all  other 
duties  usually  exercised  by  such  official.  The  Chairman  is  in- 
serting an  article  in  the  warrant  asking  for  an  appropriation  for 
this  purpose. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board  has  been  very  interested  in 
promoting  the  well  being  of  those  utilizing  the  Ipswich  River 
for  a  livelihood  and  pleasure.  Recognizing  the  necessity  for 
dredging,  he  has  brought  the  attention  of  the  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives in  Washington  and  at  the  State  House  and  also  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  to  the  existing  conditions.  The 
Chairman  appeared  before  the  Board  of  Army  Engineers  and 
advocated  the  dredging  of  the  River  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, and  subsequently  appeared  before  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  advocated  an  appropriation  by  the  State  for 
dredging  and  has  had  a  separate  bill  filed  in  the  Legislature  to 
provide  for  this  work.  A  favorable  report  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  is  anticipated  and  it  is  the  belief  of  the 
Chairman  that  there  may  be  allocated  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  the  sum  of  $20,000.00.   The  Legislative  Com- 
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mittce  of  Land  and  Harbors  has  made  a  favorable  report  on 
this  project.  It  will  probably  be  necessary  for  the  town  to  also 
make  an  appropriation,  and  an  article  has  been  inserted  in  the 
warrant  by  the  Chairman  asking  for  an  appropriation  by  the 
town  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  such  amount  as  is  allocated 
by  the  State.  The  Chairman  believes  that  it  is  possible  that  the 
Federal  Government  will  eventually  contribute  funds  for  the 
dredging  of  the  River. 

9.      Bridges. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  called  the 
Board's  attention  to  the  existing  traffic  conditions  at  Choate 
Bridge,  and,  at  his  suggestion,  the  Board  authorized  him  to  con- 
tact the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  feasibility  of  widening  the  bridge  without  in  any 
way  destroying  its  present  architectural  design.  The  Chairman 
has  carried  out  these  instructions  and  is  in  hopes  that  something 
along  these  lines  will  be  accomplished  shortly. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  condition  of  Willow  Dale 
Bridge.  The  Town  of  Hamilton  is  now  having  surveys  made 
.with  reference  to  their  portion  of  the  bridge,  and  the  Chairman 
suggests  that  the  Town  of  Ipswich  cooperate  with  the  Town  of 
Hamilton  in  making  necessary  repairs  to  the  Willow  Dale 
Bridge. 

10.      Clamming  Industry. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board  has  noted  in  the  past  that 
articles  appearing  in  the  Warrant  from  time  to  time  with  refer- 
ence to  the  clamming  industry  have  been  considered  by  some  in 
a  spirit  of  levity.  In  this  connection  he  desires  to  state  that  the 
clamming  industry  is  a  very  important  source  of  revenue  to  the 
inhabitants  of  Ipswich  and  that  anything  constructive  should  be 
entertained  seriously.  The  clammers  have  organized  them- 
selves and  are  now  attempting  to  improve  the  conditions,  and 
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the  Chairman  believes  that  all  possible  aid  and  assistance  should 
be  given  to  this  organization  to  further  their  laudable  efforts. 

In  closing  this  report,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
it  is  my  individual  report,  rather  than  a  report  of  the  Board, 
I  deem  it  only  fair  to  make  some  explanation  for  so  doing  and 
to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  Ipswich  certain  facts 
with  reference  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  dur- 
ing the  past  year. 

It  is  quite  widely  known  that  the  present  Board  has  not,  at 
all  times,  conducted  its  affairs  as  I  personally  consider  proper. 
Credit  is  always  given  to  the  Board  as  a  whole  for  favorable 
action,  blame  for  unfavorable  action  is  always  visited  upon  the 
Chairman.     During  the  past  year  much  of  the  town  business 
has  been  transacted  by  the  other  two  members  of  the  Board  at 
places  other  than  the  Town  Hall,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman,  he  having  no  opportunity  to  vote,  and  no  knowl- 
edge of  such  action  until  subsequently  brought  to  his  attention. 
This  is  a  practice  that  should  cease.      The  Chairman  of  the 
Board  is  not  a  believer  in  star  chamber  proceedings,  but  he  does 
believe    that  there  are  some  matters  which  should  be  discussed 
privately.     The  action  taken  thereon,  however,  he  believes  the 
public  entitled  to.     The  Chairman  has  always  been  a  believer  in 
an    economical    management   of   public    affairs.      He   does    not, 
however,  believe  that  efficiency  should  be  destroyed  for  the  sake 
of  economy,  and  particularly  is  he  opposed  to  action  being  taken 
in  the  name  of  economy,  when,  in  fact,  the  so-called  economy  is 
not  only  false  but  actuated  by  a  desire  to  reward  others  by  ap- 
pointment to  jobs.     For  a  number  of  years  the  Chairman  was 
the  W.  P.  A.  Co-ordinator,  and  in  this  position,  he  gained  wide 
experience  in  handling  of  W.  P.  A.  Projects.     He  gained  such  a 
recognized  position  with  the  officials  of  the  W.  P.  A.  that  he 
was  enabled  to  obtain  projects  for  Ipswich  on  short  notice  and 
thereby  maintain  a  program  of  work.     At  the  instigation  of  the 
other  two  members  of  the  Board,  this  office  was  abolished  for 
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the  sake  of  alleged  economy.  The  Chairman  has  no  objection 
to  abolishing  any  office  for  the  sake  of  economy,  the  question  is 
the  advisability  of  abolishing  an  office  in  the  name  of  economy 
and  then  making  a  political  appointment  of  an  inexperienced 
man  to  the  same  office.  If,  by  this  false  economy,  the  rolls  of 
the  idle  have  been  increased,  the  Chairman  feels  that  he  is  en- 
titled to  be  exonerated  from  all  responsibility  for  such  a  con- 
dition. 

To  substantiate  the  above,  statements  with  reference  to  the 
W.  P.  A.  the  following  letter  is  incorporated  in  this  report. 
This  letter  speaks  for  itself  and  I  call  attention  particularly  to 
the  Third  paragraph.  Upon  receipt  of  this  letter,  the  same  was 
presented  by  the  Chairman  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the 
only  response  he  received  wat  that  it  was  nothing  but  a  form 
letter.

"With  reference  to  the  Appropriation  Bill 
which  has  been  presented  to  Congress  asking  for  additional 
money  for  the  Works  Progress  Administration,  it  is  ex- 
pected that  this  State  will  have  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  workers  assigned  to  W.  P.  A.  projects. 
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"While  this  office  has  no  direct  informa- 
tion as  to  the  number  that  may  be  assigned,  it  was  deemed 
expedient  to  make  a  careful  check  as  to  the  status  of  pro- 
jects in  each  city  and  town. 

"I  was  disappointed  to  find  that  in  your 
Town  there  is  a  lack  of  projects  to  take  care  of  your  pres- 
ent allotment  of  white-collar  workers.  Each  community 
should  have  a  reservoir  or  pool  of  projects  for  both  white- 
collar  and  manual  workers  and  particularly  in  case  we  are 
authorized  to  increase  our  load. 

"I  know  I  can  count  on  you  to  remedy  this 
situation  and  in  an  endeavor  to  be  of  assistance  to  you,  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  to  have  one  of  our  Field  Super- 
visors call  on  you  immediately."

This  may  be  just  a  form  letter  and  the  member  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  who  so  characterizes  it  may  consider  that  it 
is  of  no  importance,  but  to  the  unemployed,  it  certainly  is  of 
great  importance.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  W.  P.  A.  officials 
so  recognize  that  it  is  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
with  whom  they  feel  confident  to  deal  and  they  have  addressed 
this  communication  to  him  knowing  that  with  his  past  exper- 
ience and  ability  to  cooperate  and  prepare  projects  has  in  the  past 
eliminated  the  criticism  expressed  in  the  above  letter.  The 
phraseology  of  this  letter  should  be  carefully  considered  by  not 
only  the  unemployed  but  by  those  who  have  to  contribute  the 
funds  because  it  is  a  very  clear  indication  that  the  majority  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  took  upon  themselves  grave  responsibil- 
ity when  they  saw  fit  at  the  expense  of  the  unemployed  to  dis- 
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charge  the  Chairman  with  his  vast  experience  and  in  place  there- 
of appoint  an  inexperienced  individual  whose  only  asset  to  the 
majority  of  the  Board  might  be  political.  In  regard  to  the  W. 
P.  A.  work  for  the  past  few  months  it  is  my  opinion  that  there 
has  been  a  very  considerable  waste  of  funds. 

I  do  not  intend  to  in  any  way  imply  dishonesty,  but 
simply  that  the  lack  of  experience  and  a  right  understanding  of 
the  work  to  be  done  has  resulted  in  waste  of  both  Federal  and 
Town  funds. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  that  with  the  exception  of  such 
inferences  as  may  be  drawn  in  reading  the  above  report,  I  have 
received  very  hearty  cooperation  from  the  Town  Boards  and 
Offices  to  whom  I  am  very  grateful,  and  with  whom  I  hope  to 
be  able  to  cooperate  in  the  future  to  the  end  that  definite  pro- 
gress and  improvement  may  be  made  in  the  community.

CALLED  TO  CHAPTER  280,  SEC.  1 

ACTS  OF  1912 

Section  1.  Physicians  and  midwives,  shall,  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases  which  they  were  in 
charge,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  Clerk  of  Registrar  of  the  City  or 
Town,  in  which  the  birth  occurred,  a  notice  stating  the  date 
and  place  of  the  birth,  giving  the  street  number,  if  any,  the  num- 
ber of  the  ward  in  a  city  and  the  family  name.  Failure  to  mail 
or  deliver  the  said  notice  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  following  vital  statistics: 

It  is  important  that  these  records  be  correct.  If  any  errors 
are  discovered,  the  Clerk  shall  deem  it  a  favor  to  have  them 
reported  at  once,  so  that  corrections  may  be  made. 

Some  of  the  many  reasons  why  births  should  be  recorded: 

To  prove  legitimacy. 

To  establish  identity. 

To  prove  nationality. 

To  show  when  a  child  has  the  right  to  enter  school. 

To  show  when  a  child  has  the  right  to  seek  employment 
under  the  Child  Labor  Law. 

To  show  when  a  child  has  the  right  to  apply  for  a  license 
to  operate  a  motor  vehicle. 

To  establish  the  right  to  inheritance  to  property. 

To  establish  liability  to  military  duty  as  well  as  exemption 
therefrom. 
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To  establish  the  right  to  hold  public  office. 
To  qualify  to  hold  title  to,  and  to  buy  and  sell  real  estate. 
To  prove  the  age  at  which  the  marriage  contract  may  be 
entered  into. 

To  make  possible  statistical  studies  of  health  conditions. 

As  required  by  Chapter  46,  Section  15,  General  Laws  of 
Massachusetts  notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  Town  Clerk  will 
furnish  blanks  for  returns  of  births  to  parents,  householders, 
physicians  and  registered  hospitals'  officers  applying  therefore.

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For  the  benefit  of  the  owners  and  keepers  of  dogs,  the 
following  extract  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  submitted: 

General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Sections  136A-175 

Amended  by  Ch.  289  of  1932  and  Ch.  320  of  1934.  Sec- 
tion 137.  Licenses  and  Tags.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog 
which  is  three  months  old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before 
March  thirty-first,  cause  it  be  registered,  numbered,  described 
and  licensed  for  one  year  from  April  first  following,  if  the  dog 
is  kept  in  Boston  in  the  office  of  the  police  commissioner,  or  if 
kept  in  any  other  town  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  thereof.  The 
license  shall  be  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  director,  upon  a  blank 
to  be  furnished,  except  in  the  County  of  Suffolk,  by  the  county 
in  which  the  town  is  located,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  condi- 
tions expressed  therein  that  the  dog  which  is  the  subject  of  the 
license  shall  be  controlled  and  restrained  from  killing,  chasing  or 
harassing  live  stock  or  fowls.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  licensed 
dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  or  body  a  collar  or  har- 
ness of  leather  or  other  suitable  material  to  which  shall  be  se- 
curely attached  a  tag  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  director,  and 
upon  which  shall  appear  the  license  number,  the  name  of  the 
town  issuing  such  license  and  the  year  of  issue.  Such  tags  shall 
be  furnished  in  the  same  manner  as  the  license  blanks,  and  if  any 
such  tag  shall  be  lost  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  shall 
forthwith  secure  a  substitute  tag  from  the  town  clerk,  at  a  cost 
of  ten  cents  which  shall  be  retained  by  the  clerk  unless  other- 
wise provided  by  law.  Any  person  may  bring  or  cause  to  be 
brought  from  another  state  or  country  any  dog  licensed  under 
the  laws  thereof  and  keep  such  dog  in  this  commonwealth  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  thirty  days  without  licensing  it  hereunder, 
and  during  such  period  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section 
do  not  apply  to  such  dog. 

Section  138.  Licenses.     The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  may  at 
any  time  have  it  licensed  until  April  first  following;  and  a  per- 
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son  who  after  April  first  becomes  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog 
which  becomes  three  months  old  after  March  thirty-first  in  any 
year,  shall,  when  it  is  three  months  old,  cause  it  to  be  registered, 
numbered,  described,  licensed,  collared  or  harnessed  and  tagged 
as  required  by  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven. 

I  wish  in  conclusion  to  thank  each  and  every  citizen  of  the 
town  for  their  cooperation  with  this  Department.  I  deeply  ap- 
preciate the  friendliness  that  I  have  always  experienced  with  the 
citizens  of  Ipswich.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

Once  again  it  becomes  the  duty  of  your  board  to  make  its 
annual  report  and  this  particular  year  has  been  the  most  trying 
one  in  the  history  of  Welfare  in  Ipswich. 

The  business  recession  started  in  September  and  from  then 
on  there  seemed  to  be  a  trend  toward  unemployment.  The 
business  concerns  here  have  been  practically  at  a  standstill,  and 
the  clamming  industry  has  had  its  problems  as  well.  This  par- 
ticular industry  employs  a  large  group  of  men  and  when  there 
are  "no  orders"  it  means  only  one  thing,  that  the  welfare  load 
is  to  be  increased.  The  outlook  at  the  present  moment  does  not 
seem  too  bright  on  first  sight,  that  is,  as  to  legitimate  work. 

The  W.  P.  A.  was  curtailed  early  in  the  season  but  summer 
employment  helped  us  out  for  awhile.  Aliens  are  just  plain 
Out  on  this  kind  of  work,  no  more  can  be  certified  or  employed 
on  W.  P.  A.,  Federal,  County  or  State  jobs,  another  addition  to 
the  case  load. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  estimate  requirements  for  this  depart- 
ment because  nothing  is  a  fixed  figure,  no  one  can  foresee  ahead 
the  difficulties  to  be  encountered.  Conditions  all  over  the  world 
are  uncertain,  and  what  is  next,  no  one  knows,  neither  your 
board  nor  the  tax-payer,  nor  the  unemployed  man  or  woman. 
The  board  has  tried  from  every  angle  to  be  fair  with  all  con- 
cerned and  under  the  trying  circumstances  of  today  feels  that 
our  expenditures  have  not  increased  to  any  great  extent  over  last 
year's  expenditure  considering  the  increase  in  case  load,  50% 
over  last  year. 

The  Infirmary  figure  is  rather  constant  and  we  attribute 
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this  to  the  capabilities  of  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dorr.  Here,  too, 
we  have  had  a  hard  year  with  more  people  to  serve  than  for 
some  time,  and  the  service  has  had  to  be  carefully  supervised. 

The  various  Town  Departments  have  worked  with  us 
very  cordially  and  we  extend  to  them  our  thanks. 

Mr.  Wallace  has  given  assistance  to  the  Welfare  Department 
whenever  possible  under  his  administration  as  Co-ordinator, 
and  was  looking  always  toward  the  case  load  decreasing  in  order 
that  the  expenditure  would  be  relieved  on  Welfare  cost. 

Mr.  Wood  has  given  equally  pleasing  cooperation  with  the 
board  both  as  to  the  trucking  whenever  possible  for  our  com- 
modity store  and  on  employing  our  men. 

We  regret  very  much  the  loss  of  our  Agent,  Mr.  Charles 
G.  Hull,  who  has  been  in  Town  Service  a  good  many  years, 
having  been  connected  with  this  department  in  one  way  or  an- 
other for  the  past  twenty  years.  We  are  going  to  miss  his 
valued  service  and  kind  favors  of  which  there  were  many  to  per- 
sons in  all  walks  of  life.

This,  no  doubt,  has  been  one  of  the  busiest  in  several  years 
for  this  department  in  which  many  important  matters  came  up. 
Our  communicable  diseases  ran  above  normal,  especially  Infan- 
tile Paralysis  and  Tuberculosis,  which  were  very  costly  but 
necessary. 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  our  Board  it  was 
decided  to  draft  new  Health  Rules  and  Regulations,  which  we 
felt  were  badly  needed.  It  was  found  upon  investigation  that 
unless  this  department  approved  and  adopted  Health  Rules  and 
Regulations  at  their  first  meeting  in  January,  this  Board  had  no 
power  in  enforcing  Town  Health  Laws.  Although  these  Regu- 
lations have  been  an  added  cost  to  this  department  they  have 
greatly  helped  us  in  carrying  out  our  duties  more  successfully. 

During  our  drafting  of  rules  and  regulations  the  question  of 
Plumbing  Laws,  came  before  us.     It  was  felt  this  matter  should 
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be  looked  into.  A  public  hearing  was  held  on  April  29,  1 937, 
at  which  time  Mr.  James  C.  Souter  of  the  State  Board  of 
Plumbing  Examiners,  was  present  to  answer  questions  and  to 
help  outline  Regulations,  if  they  were  adopted.  Although  no 
action  was  taken  by  the  Board  many  important  issues  were 
brought  forth.  One  is  that  this  department  could  adopt 
Plumbing  Regulations,  without  the  vote  of  the  Town  to  which 
we  are  opposed.  If  in  the  near  future  this  question  arises,  we 
feel  that  the  voters  of  the  Town  should  act  on  such  an  import- 
ant question. 

Because  of  the  prevalence  of  rabies  and  rabid  dogs  in  this 
area,  the  Board  undertook  to  hold  a  dog  clinic  for  the  purpose 
of  innoculating  them  against  this  disease.  We  were  indeed 
pleased  with  the  interest  shown  by  the  citizens  of  Ipswich,  as 
this  was  one  of  the  most  successful  clinics  in  Essex  County.  A 
total  of  135  dogs  were  innoculated.  We  recommend  that  at 
least  one  of  these  clinics  be  held  annually. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  change  in  State  Law 
in  regard  to  rabid  dogs.  "That  a  city  or  town  furnishing  anti- 
rabic  treatment  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  county  in  which  the 
biting  occured  out  of  the  dog  fund — the  cost  in  each  case  not  to 
exceed  $50.  However,  a  city  or  town  shall  not  be  entitled  to  re- 
imbursement from  the  County  unless  the  dog  involved  is 
licensed  at  the  time  he  bites  or  otherwise  exposes  to  rabies  the 
person  who  undergoes  treatment/' 

The  Division  of  Child  Hygiene  held  monthly  clinics  at 
which  117  children  were  examined  68  were  found  to  have  de- 
fects.    We  recommend  that  this  work  be  continued. 

This  department  had  to  ask  for  an  emergency  appropria- 
tion in  November  1937,  because  of  the  increase  in  communicable 
diseases,  not  only  in  Ipswich  but  out  of  Town  cases  which  had 
Ipswich  settlement.  We  had  several  cases  which  were  cared 
for  by  this  department  and  for  which  the  Town  was  reim- 
bursed.    The  increase  in  Tuberculosis  was  no  doubt  the  worst 
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burden,  but  we  were  very  fortunate  in  receiving  $5.00,  subsidy  a 
week  in  all  but  three  cases  for  which  the  Town  is  reimbursed. 
If  one  will  stop  and  consider  these  facts  the  outlay  of  money 
although  large  was  not  as  bad  as  appears. 

We  with  to  thank  our  Town  Counsel  Hon.  George  A. 
Schofield  who  so  generously  helped  us  in  drafting  our  regula- 
tions and  advising  us  on  legal  points  during  the  past  year,  and 
those  who  appreciated  our  efforts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  citizens  of  Ipswich: 

We  hereby  submit  the  following  report: 

The  work  of  this  department  varies  but  little  from  year 
to  year,  and  the  usual  routine  has  been  carried  on  as  system- 
atically as  possible. 

In  general,  the  lawn  areas  of  the  town  are  in  very  good 
condition.  This  has  been  brought  about  largely  through  the 
application  of  fertilizer  each  year  for  several  years.  The  dry 
spells,  however,  usually  encountered  during  the  hot  weather, 
keep  many  spots  from  growing  a  good  solid  turf.  This  is  par- 
ticularly noticeable  on  the  North  Green  where  numerous  out- 
croppings  of  ledge  indicate  shallow  soil. 

Each  year  considerable  damage  is  caused  by  young  children 
who  use  the  Memorial  plot  on  the  North  Green  as  a  playground 
particularly  during  the  evenings.  There  is  sufficient  room  else- 
where on  the  Common  for  the  activities  of  the  young  folks  and 
we  urge  more  co-operation  on  the  part  of  parents  with  regard 
to  this  problem. 

Both  fiag  staffs  in  the  center  of  town  were  given  two  coats 
of  paint  during  the  past  season  at  considerable  extra  expense. 
Two  of  the  four  cannonball  foundations  were  also  rebuilt  with 
new  cement.  This  coming  season  it  will  probably  be  necessary 
to  rebuild  the  other  two.  No  special  appropriation  was  asked 
for  in  making  these  repairs  and  the  expense  was  absorbed  in  the 
regular  appropriation. 

During  1938  it  will  be  necessary  to  resurface  the  walk 
leading  from  the  triangular  shaped  plot  on  the  hill  to  the  front 
door  of  the  North  Church.  For  many  years  the  lower  end  of 
this  walk  has  been  hard  surfaced,  but  is  now  badly  heaved,  with 
several  varieties  of  weeds  flourishing  within  it.  The  upper  end 
of  the  walk  has  been  maintained  with  cinders,  and  due  to  its 
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sharp  incline,  is  badly  washed  with  every  heavy  rain.     We  rec- 
ommend a  new  hard  surface  the  entire  length  of  the  walk. 

Due  to  the  above  mentioned  work  to  be  done  along  with 
the  regular  routine  work  we  feel  that  the  same  amount  of  money 
should  be  appropriated  as  last  year.

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REPORT  OF  MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Moth  Department. 

The  year  1937  showed  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  gyp- 
sy moth  infestation  in  several  parts  of  the  town.  Large  tracts 
of  woodlands  were  badly  defoliated,  and  in  some  sections  the 
defoliation  was  complete.  Many  of  our  public  shade  trees  ad- 
jacent to  these  infested  lands  were  likewise  badly  damaged.  Most 
of  the  feeding  took  place  in  the  western  and  northwestern  areas 
of  the  town.  In  general,  the  varieties  of  trees  which  suffered 
from  the  ravages  of  this  insect  included  the  oaks,  beeches, 
birches,  poplars,  willows,  larches,  pines,  and  to  a  certain  extent, 
the  elms  and  maples. 

Most  of  the  control  work  of  this  department  was  carried 
on  on  public  property,  although  considerable  more  private  work 
was  done  this  year  than  last,  which  means  that  a  larger  amount 
will  be  returned  to  the  town. 

A  survey  of  the  privately  owned  woodlands  indicates  a 
fairly  heavy  deposit  of  egg  clusters  of  the  gypsy  moth,  which  is 
likely  to  mean  another  serious  outbreak  next  year. 

At  the  present  time  this  department  is  waiting  for  a  W.  P. 
A.  project  to  start  to  control  the  anticipated  outbreak  by  creo- 
soting  the  egg  clusters  during  the  remainder  of  the  winter.  The 
project  has  already  been  approved  by  the  Federal  government. 

Last  winter  and  spring  a  Federal  Browntail  project  greatly 
assisted  us  in  the  control  of  the  browntail  moth  problem.  Five 
men  and  a  foreman  were  employed  for  several  months  through- 
out the  town  cutting  the  webs  in  which  these  insects  pass  the 
winter.  Much  good  work  was  accomplished  by  means  of  the 
project  as  the  number  of  browntails  was  greatly  lessened  for  the 
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past  season.  In  all,  approximately  twenty-six:  thousand  webs 
were  cut. 

Among  other  insect  pests  this  department  must  fight  each 
year  should  be  included  the  satin  moth,  which  feeds  on  poplars 
■and  willows,  but  were  not  present  to  any  extent  this  year;  the 
dm  leaf  beetle,  of  which  there  was  a  slight  increase  over  last 
year;  the  tent-caterpillar  and  cankerworm.  Although  the  tent 
caterpillar  was  prevalent  in  most  sections  of  the  town,  no  great 
amount  of  damage  was  caused  by  it.  Likewise,  the  cankerworm 
infestation  was  not  as  serious  as  in  former  years. 

This  year  I  feel  it  would  be  advisable  to  ask  the  town  for 
a  new  shade  tree  sprayer,  the  old  one  having  completed  twenty- 
live  years  of  faithful  service,  it  has  reached  a  point  where  ex- 
pensive repairs  will  have  to  be  made  on  a  completely  worn  out 
machine.  I  am  recommending  the  same  make  of  machine,  Fitz- 
henry-Guptill,  having  practically  the  same  specifications  as  those 
of  the  old  machine.  This  modern  outfit  is  built  on  skidboards 
and  can  be  quickly  rolled  in  and  out  of  the  body  of  the  present 
ton  and  a  half  truck  of  the  department.  The  total  cost  of  the 
machine  will  not  be  more  than  $1 185.

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TREE  WARDEN  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Tree  Ward- 
en. 

A  considerable  amount  of  pruning  was  accomplished  this 
year  on  our  shade  trees.  Nevertheless,  there  was  much  more 
that  should  have  been  done  if  the  necessary  funds  had  been 
available. 

During  the  early  fall  a  large  amount  of  line  clearing  was 
done  for  the  Municipal  Light  department  and  the  Fire  depart- 
ment, and  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Mallard  of  the 
Light  department  and  to  Mr.  Smith  of  the  Fire  Department  for 
their  cooperation  in  this  work  which  is  so  necessary. 

Two  trees  were  removed  from  the  highway  this  year. 
The  old  elm  standing  adjacent  to  the  Strand  theatre,  which  had 
been  in  a  dying  condition  for  several  years,  and  a  small  ash  tree 
that  interfered  with  the  road  construction  on  Topsfield  Road, 
due  to  its  close  proximity  to  the  highway. 

During  the  past  season  approximately  seventy  shade  trees 
have  been  planted  on  several  of  our  rural  streets,  most  of  which 
are  in  a  thriving  condition.  A  large  number  of  them  were  paid 
for  out  of  the  Martha  I.  Savory  Fund.  This  fund  was  left  to 
the  town  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  beautifying  Ipswich  with 
the  best  of  trees  and  shrubs. 

On  Argilla  Road  Mr.  S.  M.  Merritt  purchased  thirty  trees 
and  presented  them  to  the  town  that  they  might  be  planted  in 
that  vicinity.  This  gift  was  greatly  appreciated  by  he  Tree 
Warden  Department.  Unfortunately  the  soil  conditions  were 
such  that  a  few  of  the  trees  did  not  respond  to  transplanting, 
and  will  have  to  be  replaced. 

It  is  with  growing  concern  that  I  say  many  of  our  older 
shade  trees  are  in  a  state  of  disrepair  and  should  be  made  safe 
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through  pruning,  cabling  and  bolting.  This  work  costs  money, 
and  each  year  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  trees  receive  the  at- 
tention they  should  have,  because  of  insufficient  funds.  On 
several  occasions  an  argument  has  been  advanced  to  the  effect 
that  we  would  be  better  off  if  these  old  shade  trees  could  be 
cut  down,  thereby  doing  away  with  the  cost  of  repairing  them. 
To  my  mind  this  is  a  mistaken  notion  for  several  reasons:  First, 
many  of  them  are  situated  very  close  to  private  dwellings,  to 
highways  and  electric  light  lines,  which  would  make  the  cost  of 
removing  them  very  expensive.  Ipswich  is  one  of  the  oldest 
towns  in  New  England  and  has  a  right  to  her  old  trees  as  long 
as  they  can  be  made  safe;  this  could  be  done  at  a  cost  that  would 
be  several  times  less  than  the  cost  of  removing  them. 

During  the  year  I  have  attendedd  both  the  annual  and  the 
summer  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Tree  Wardens  Associa- 
tion and  have  gained  much  useful  information. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  those 
who  have  shown  an  interest  in  the  work  of  this  department 
and  hope  this  interest  will  increase  from  year  to  year.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Ipswich,  Mass. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Clam  Commissioners  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1937. 

The  condition  of  the  flats  in  the  town  are  still  in  very  good 
shape.  There  are  plenty  of  small  clams  in  the  flats  and  in  many 
cases  too  many  to  grow  to  good  advantage.  A  large  area  was 
closed  again  this  year  and  though  it  was  successful  it  was  not 
as  good  as  other  years,  due  to  the  fact  that  another  seeding  came 
in  over  the  flats  and  they  could  not  grow.  We  recommend 
closing  of  the  same  area  next  year. 

There  were  315  permits  issued  on  December  31,  and  this 
number  will  probably  be  increased  to  350  by  the  end  of  May. 

There  were  more  violations  this  year  than  for  many  years. 
Most  of  them  being  people  from  other  towns.  We  again  thank 
the  local  diggers  for  their  cooperation. 

We  had  a  green  crab  project  last  winter  and  we  cleaned  prac- 
tically every  bank  in  Ipswich  and  we  exterminated  many  hun- 
dreds of  thousands.  We  think  that  this  work  should  be  carried 
on  every  year.  We  believe  that  a  fee  should  be  charged  for  per- 
mits. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Police  Department,  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen, the  Town  Counsel  and  all  others  who  have  helped  to 
make  the  year  1937  successful.

I  being  a  new  appointee  in  this  very  important  position, 
readily  will  admit  that  I  have  a  great  deal  to  learn,  and  I  appre- 
ciate very  much  the  cooperation  of  all  the  Town  officials  in  as- 
sisting me  in  this  task,  for  which  I  am  very  grateful.  I  also 
wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  McBride,  the  Director  of 
Standards,  for  his  cooperation  in  sending  State  Inspector  Jones 
down  on  several  occasions  to  assist,  teach,  and  instruct  me  in 
the  fine  workings  of  this  Department.

There  were 
36817  gallons  of  Asphalt  &  Tar  applied  to  the  streets,  covering 
approximately  110,451  square  yards. 

Several  new  streets  were  treated,  namely:  Burliegh  Aven- 
ue, Broadway  Avenue,  Pleasant  Street,  Spring  Street  and  a  Sec- 
tion of  Brown  Square. 

The  new  grader  purchased  in  the  spring  has  been  a  worth- 
while investment  for  the  department  in  widening  roads,  scrap- 
ing and  caring  for  side  ditches  for  drainage  on  the  rural  districts. 

The  Cletrac  Tractor  and  Sargent  Snowplow  have  proven 
very  satisfactory  on  the  minor  tests  they  have  been  called  out 
to  do,  and  are  well  equipped  for  much  harder  tasks. 

The  two  Chapter  90  Projects — Mill  Road  and  Topsfield 
Road  were  started  but  it  being  so  late  in  the  season  before  the 
Town  was  authorized  to  start  construction,  on  either  project, 
and  as  cold  weather  set  in,  it  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  con- 
tinue operations.  The  remainder  of  the  work  may  be  completed 
after  the  roads  have  settled  in  the  spring. 

On  Mill  Road  the  loam  and  clay  were  excavated,  drainage 
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installed  where  needed,  then  gravelled,  and  then  a  four  inch 
layer  of  stone  laid,  after  which  a  two  inch  layer  of  Class  I.  Bi- 
tuminous Concrete  was  laid  for  twelve  hundred  feet,  which  has 
proven  very  satisfactory. 

Topsfield  Road  was  excavated  where  needed,  drainage  in- 
stalled at  different  sections,  and  then  gravelled  at  various  depths 
for  thirty-five  hundred  feet.  This  section  when  ready  to  finish 
will  need  a  priming  coat  of  tar  and  then  a  two  inch  layer  of 
stone,  mixed  in  place  type  top. 

I  recommend  that  the  Town  apply  for  Chapter  90  assist- 
ance from  the  State  and  County  on  the  same  basis  as  last  year, 
to  complete  Mill  Road  of  Classl.  Bituminous  concrete,  and  a 
section  on  Topsfield  Road  of  a  two  inch  mixed  in  place  top.

The  property  loss  by  fire  for  the  year  1937  is  approximately 
$6,500  which  is  very  small  when  compared  with  the  loss  in  re- 
cent years.     The  exact  amount  cannot  be  determined  as  there 
are  some  losses  that  have  not  been  adjusted  at  this  time. 
At  the  present  time  the  apparatus  in  use  is: 

Eng.    1 —  500  gallon  White  Triple  combination. 
Eng.   2 — 1000  gall  Seagrave  Triple  combination. 
Eng.   3 —  White  combination  hose  and  chemical. 

Ladder    1 — Sanford   Ladder   Truck   with    150   gallon 
booster  tank  and  pump  of  75  gallon  capacity. 
One  two  wheel  chemical  tank  at  Little  Neck. 
4500  ft.  of  2]/2  in.  hose. 
400   ft.  of  2J/?   in.  hose,  second  grade. 
500  ft.  of  \y2  in.  hose. 

Fire  alarm  system  consisting  of  twenty-three  street  boxes, 
one  transmitter,  one  air  compressor,  one  air  whistle,  one  whist- 
ling machine,  and  all  other  equipment  to  maintain  it  in  good 
working  order,  at  all  times.  We  intend  during  the  year  to  in- 
stall some  red  lights  over  more  of  the  fire  alarm  boxes. 
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The  air  compressor  used  to  supply  air  for  our  fire  alarm 
whistle  broke  down  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  a  new 
one  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $200.00. 

New  plates  were  purchased  for  our  fire  alarm  batteries  as 
the  old  ones  were  too  far  gone  to  be  affective. 

This  necessary  expense  will  have  to  be  taken  care  of  out  of 
our  1938  appropriation  as  all  our  trouble  with  the  compressor 
and  batteries  occurred  since  the  first  of  the  year. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  hose  this  year  and  we  rec- 
ommend new  rear  tires  for  the  ladder  truck. 

We  wish  to  also  call  to  your  attention  that  the  large  doors 
of  the  apparatus  room  will  soon  have  to  be  replaced  and  we 
recommend  that  over  head  doors  be  used. 

We  feel  that  if  Engine  3,  the  White  Combination,  could 
be  replaced  with  a  more  powerful  and  faster  machine,  equipped 
with  a  150  gal.  capacity  booster  pump  and  a  200  gal.  tank,  the 
efficiency  of  the  Department  would  be  greatly  increased,  as  this 
machine  would  be  used  for  brush,  woods  and  grass  fires,  as  well 
as  answering  other  alarms,  as  it  would  be  a  lighter  machine  and 
more  adapted  to  that  kind  of  work.  We  figure  a  machine  of 
this  kind  with  the  necessary  equipment  could  be  purchesed  for  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $2,000.00. 

There  will  be  an  article  in  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant 
providing  for  action  in  this  matter.

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IPSWICH  BEACH  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


To  the  citizens  of  Ipswich: 

In  publishing  the  Annual  Beach  Report,  the  committee 
have  always  tried  to  give  the  citizens  of  Ipswich  a  fair  and  hon- 
est picture  of  the  beach  situation.  As  we  have  said  in  former 
reports,  the  ownership  of  the  so-called  Crane's  Beach  has  always 
been  a  question  in  the  minds  of  the  Town  and  the  Crane  family 
and  in  order  to  be  fair  in  the  matter,  neither  side  has  ever  re- 
linquished any  rights  that  they  might  have  in  making  any  agree- 
ment pertaining  to  the  use  of  the  beach.  It  should  be  under- 
stood, however,  that  the  rights  on  the  part  of  the  town  relative 
to  the  beach  does  not  apply  to  the  cranberry  bog  owned  by  the 
Cranes  and  loaned  to  the  committee  for  the  use  of  a  parking 
area.  The  beach  and  the  parking  area  are  two  different  parcels 
of  land,  relative  to  claimed  ownership  and  should  be  considered 
as  such. 

It  has  been  said  by  some  that  a  change  of  twenty-five  and 
fifty  cents  has  been  collected  for  persons  using  the  beach,  but 
that  is  not  so.  The  use  of  the  beach  is  absolutely  free,  no  charge 
whatsoever  to  anybody,  provided  that  they  do  not  use  the  park- 
ing area.  To  the  townspeople  who  do  park,  a  fee  of  twenty-five 
cents  is  charged  for  Sundays  and  holidays  only.  It  has  also  been 
stated  by  some  that  Ipswich  people  should  have  free  parking  at 
all  times  and  the  committee  has  given  that  proposition  a  lot  of 
thought  and  consideration,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  Sunday 
is  the  only  day  in  the  week  that  the  committee  can  realize  any 
real  profit  and  as  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  beach  is  great- 
er every  year  and  that  the  vast  number  of  out-of-town  people 
who  come  to  the  beach  Sundays  are  very  willing  to  pay  a  fifty 
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cent  parking  fee,  the  majority  of  the  committee  feel  that  twenty- 
five  cents  to  in-town  people  is  not  creating  any  hardship. 

The  committee  has  considerable  money  on  hand  as  you 
will  see  in  the  annual  report,  but  this  coming  year  much  of  it 
will  have  to  be  spent  on  improvements.  The  toilet  conditions 
on  the  beach  are  very  poor  and  an  endeavor  is  to  be  made  to  in- 
stall flush  closets  which  will  mean  a  very  expensive  undertaking. 
The  parking  area,  being  a  bog,  has  sunk  considerably  and  the  job 
of  regraveling  and  draining  is  going  to  be  another  very  expensive 
proposition.  The  board  walk  has  been  laid  for  four  years  and 
new  planks  and  whole  new  sections  will  have  to  be  replaced  and 
built.  Additional  bath  houses  will  have  to  be  erected  and  some 
provision  will  have  to  be  made  to  cart  all  rubbish  from  the 
beach  to  a  suitable  dumping  place,  and  all  of  this  expense  must 
be  borne  by  the  revenue  obtained  at  the  parking  area. 

In  our  opinion,  it  would  be  poor  economy  to  fill  up  the 
parking  area  with  free  parking,  thereby  reducing  the  income  and 
then  be  forced  to  ask  for  money  by  taxation  to  make  the  needed 
improvements. 

We  believe  that  the  beach  activities  should  be  self-support- 
ing and  that  anything  which  will  tend  to  prevent  them  from  be- 
ing so,  no  matter  how  well  intended,  is  a  move  in  the  wrong  di- 
rection.

All  of  the  bills  for  improvements,  police,  and  other  ex-

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having  been  appropriated  or  expended  from  the  tax  money  for 
any  of  these  purposes.

Chief  of  Police,  William  E.  Garrett,  who  is  a  member  of 
our  Committee,  was  again  designated  by  the  Committee  to  be 
its  active  representative  in  charge  at  the  beach.  As  stated  last 
year,  we  have  a  feeling  that  the  man  to  have  charge  in  that  lo- 
cality needs  all  the  authority  which  can  be  given  him  and  by 
virtue  of  his  office  the  Chief  of  Police  has  such  authority.  With 
a  large  assembly  of  people  at  the  beach  on  many  of  the  days 
throughout  the  year  difficult  situations  might  well  arise  which 
would  call  for  all  the  power  and  force  of  the  law.  The  Chief 
and  his  officers  have  been  vigilant  and  painstaking  to  prevent 
any  unfavorable  situation  arising  and  to  maintain  order.  This 
opinion  comes  to  us  not  only  from  observation  but  by  report 
from  our  townspeople  and  a  very  large  number  of  people  from 
out  of  town  who  enjoy  coming  to  Ipswich  Beach  and  give  as 
one  of  the  chief  causes  of  enjoyment  that  they  feel  the  manage- 
ment under  our  agent  is  of  the  best  and  has  resulted  for  the  best 
interest  of  all. 

As  in  previous  years,  all  receipts  have  been  deposited  in  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Ipswich  and  payments  have  been  made 
by  check.  All  checks  have  been  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and 
countersigned  by  either  the  Chairman  or  Vice  Chairman  of  the 
Committee.     All  bills,  cancelled  checks,  and  other  papers  per- 
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taining  to  the  work  of  the  Committee  and  the  Treasurer  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  are  open  for  in- 
spection and  the  accounts  have  been  audited  by  the  town  audi- 
tor. 

One  year  ago,  by  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Committee, 
$1000.00  was  given  from  the  receipts  to  the  Hospital.  This 
year  a  majority  of  the  Committee  voted  to  give  $1000.00  to  the 
Hospital  and  also  $1000.00  to  the  Building  Fund  of  the  Ips- 
wich Public  Library,  which  of  course  reduces  the  cash  balance 
shown  in  the  table  by  $2000.00.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  for  the 
year  1937: 

The  following  actions  against  the  Town  were  pending  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  1937: 

1.  Trustees  under  the  Will  of  A.  B.  Clark  vs  Town  of 
Ipswich.  This  is  a  suit  for  damages  in  an  action  of  contract 
alleging  that  the  Town  owes  the  Plaintiff  $1800.  for  9,000 
yards  of  gravel  and  filling  @  20c  a  yard,  the  same  claimed  to 
have  been  taken  and  used  on  the  new  road  to  Little  Neck.  This 
case  is  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  awaiting  trial,  no 
action  having  been  taken  during  the  year  1937. 

2.  John  Markos  vs  Town  of  Ipswich.  This  is  a  suit  for 
damages  brought  by  the  Plaintiff  for  injuries  alleged  to  have 
been  received  on  account  of  a  defective  condition  of  Brownville 
Avenue.  The  adamnum  claimed  in  the  Writ  is  $4,000.  This 
action  was  begun  in  October,  1936  and  is  still  pending  in  the 
Superior  Court. 

3.  Alexander  Skowronek  vs  Town  of  Ipswich.  This  was 
a  suit  in  which  the  adamnum  was  alleged  to  be  $5,000.  brought 
by  the  Plaintiff  on  account  of  injuries  received  by  his  wife  from 
what  was  claimed  to  be  a  defect  in  the  sidewalk  on  Washington 
Street.  The  action  was  begun  in  May,  1935  and  was  still  un- 
tried at  the  end  of  1937  but  during  the  month  of  January,  1938 
the  suit  was  dismissed  by  agreement. 

4.  Kazimiera  Skowronek  vs  Town  of  Ipswich.  This  was 
a  suit  brought  in  May,  1935  against  the  Town  for  alleged  defect 
in  the  sidewalk  on  Washington  St.    The  damages  alleged  in  the 
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Bill  were  $5,000.  This  suit  was  untried  at  the  end  of  1937  but 
during  the  month  of  January  an  Agreement  for  Judgment  in 
favor  of  the  Plaintiff  for  the  amount  of  $300.,  without  costs, 
was  made  and  the  suit  adjusted. 

During  the  year   1937  the  following  actions  were  begun 
against  the  Town. 

1.  Helen  Pappas  of  Lynn  vs  Town  of  Ipswich.  Damages 
claimed  in  the  Bill,  $10,000.  Plaintiff  claims  injuries  received 
at  Ipswich  Beach.     This  suit  is  pending  in  the  Superior  Court. 

2.  George  Karalias  et  al  vs  Town  of  Ipswich.  This  is  a 
petition  to  the  Superior  Court  under  which  the  Plaintiffs  allege 
that  the  change  in  grade' of  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  their  prop- 
erty on  South  Main  Street  resulted  in  damage  to  their  property 
and  praying  that  the  Court  may  appoint  a  jury  to  assess  the 
damage.     This  matter  is  still  before  the  Court. 

3.  City  of  Boston  vs  Town  of  Ipswich.  This  is  a  suit 
alleging  that  the  Welfare  Department  of  the  town  owes  the  city 
of  Boston  $7139.87  for  certain  welfare  cases,  some  of  which 
date  back  to  1916  but  most  of  which  are  between  1930  and 
1936.  The  Welfare  Department  of  Ipswich  !has  counter  claims 
against  Boston  for  the  same  periods  and  in  addition  to  that  has 
made  denial  of  settlement  covering  a  very  large  amount  of  the 
Boston  claim.  Negotiations  are  going  on  between  the  City 
Counsel  and  the  Town  Counsel  looking  to  an  adjustment  of  all 
the  claims  on  both  sides. 

During  the  year  1937  I  have  prosecuted  sixteen  cases  for 
the  Police  Dept.  in  the  District  Court.  Twenty-six  written 
opinions  have  also  been  given  to  the  various  town  Boards  dur- 
ing the  year  as  well  as  many  oral  opinions  of  which  no  records 
have  been  kept  as  to  the  number  but  which  would  average,  in 
my  opinion,  at  least  one  a  day.  I  have  also  attended  a  number 
of  hearings  at  the  State  House,  representing  the  Town. 
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When  the  new  automobile  rates  were  announced  by  the 
State  for  the  year  1938  it  was  found  that  Ipswich  automobile 
owners  would  have  to  pay  under  those  announced  rates  an  aver- 
age of  about  $4.00  each  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  By 
direction  of  the  Selectmen,  I  made  a  complete  investigation  of 
the  facts  and  figures  upon  which  those  rates  were  based  and 
later,  in  behalf  of  the  town,  presented  the  facts  before  the  Licen- 
sing Board  and  filed  a  brief  setting  forth  the  town's  claim  to  a 
reduction.  As  a  result,  the  Board  acknowledged  the  justice  of 
our  claims  and  the  1938  rates  were  reduced,  resulting  in  a  sav- 
ing of  approximately  $4,000.  to  the  automobile  owners  of  Ips- 
wich. Ipswich  was  one  of  the  few  towns  to  get  that  considera- 
tion. 

In  addition  to  the  work  outlined  above,  there  has  been  a 
large  number  of  legal  papers  such  as  deeds,  leases,  lay-out  of 
streets,  contracts,  etc.  which  have  been  referred  to  me  by  the 
various  Boards  for  preparation. 

The  year  1937  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Town 
Counsel  in  connection  with  town  work.  Many  matters  coming 
before  me  have  required  in  some  cases  hours  of  study  and  inves- 
tigation. In  most  of  these  matters  it  has  been  necessary  to  have 
more  or  less  consultation  with  the  various  town  Boards  and  of- 
ficials. They  have  always  been  willing  to  cooperate  and  furnish 
information  on  their  departments  and  I  desire  to  thank  them  all 
for  the  many  courtesies  s(hown  me  during  the  year.

This  year, we  were  able  to  make  a  reduction  of  $5.40  in  our 
tax  rate. 

This  reduction  was  possible  principally  because  of  reduced  ap- 
propriations, available  funds  contributed  by  Electriic  Light  De- 
partment, equal  to  the  amount  of  taxes  a  private  owner  would 
to  pay,  and  also  transfers  from  funds  laying  idle. 

This  year  we  have  about  $2.00  on  our  tax  rate  carried  over 
from  approprations  made  after  our  rate  was  announced. 

Mr.  Bradley  Palmer  made  a  gift  to  the  State  of  about  1900 
acres  of  land  and  buildings  there  on  which  will  reduce  our  asses- 
sed value. 

However  the  State  agrees  to  reimburse  the  Town  for  tax  on 
land,  so  it  will  not  make  a  material  difference  in  rate. 

There  has  been  some  new  building  during  the  past  year, 
but  reductions  and  added  exemptions  practically  off  set  this  gain. 
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We  feel  that  the  Town  should  go  slowly  in  accepting  any 
more  land  for  public  purposes,  for  Ipswich  like  many  more 
Communities  has  an  alarming  amount  of  tax  exempt  property.

The  borrowing  capacity  of  the  town  for  temporary  rev- 
enue loans  was  $334,285.72.  Of  this  amount  the  sum  of 
$300,000  was  borrowed,  this  being  $25,000  more  than  last 
year. 

There  are  four   (4)    notes  of  $25,000.  each  outstanding 
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held  by  the  Merchants  National  Bank  of  Boston.  This  amount 
is  the  same  as  was  unpaid  on  temporary  loans  in  1936. 

Cash  on  hand  on  closing  the  books  on  December  31,  1937 
was  $25,760.26. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  money 
handled  by  this  department  each  year.  During  the  year  of  1936 
the  sum  of  $1,135,562.86  and  in  1937  $900,424.97  went 
through  the  books. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  fine  spirit  of  co- 
operation of  Kennard  V.  Damon  who  assumed  the  duties  of 
Auditor  and  Accountant  in  March.  Mr.  Damon  was  new  to

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ELECTRIC  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

A  new  875  H.  P.  Diesel  Engine  with  a  600  K.  W.  genera- 
tor was  purchased  and  installed  at  the  Power  plant  on  High 
street.  This  unit  was  put  in  operation  in  July  and  since  that 
time  has  proven  that  it  is  very  efficient  and  now  gives  the  Town 
a  Plant  with  a  total  Horse-power  of  2525  or  a  capacity  of  1800 
Kilowatts.  During  the  month  of  December  1937  the  peak  de- 
mand upon  the  Plant  was  900  KW.  so  that  we  now  have  an 
installed  capacity  of  double  any  demand  put  upon  the  Plant  last 
year. 

The  KW.  output  increased  10%  over  the  year  1936  and  as 
shown  in  the  report  totaled  3,459,731  KWH. 

In  March  1937  a  reduction  was  made  of  about  15%  in 
the  rates  charged  to  the  Domestic  and  Commercial  Lighting 
consumers,  and  in  February  this  year  a  like  reduction  was  made 
in  the  rates  to  the  Power  consumers.  At  the  same  time  a  sum 
of  $8800.  was  paid  to  the  Treasurer  out  of  the  earnings  of  the 
Department  to  reduce  Taxes.  For  the  year  1938  we  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  $10,000.00.  be  paid  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
for  the  same  purpose. 

Although  the  street  lights  are  on  about  the  same  number 
of  hours  each  year  the  cost  to  the  Town  has  steadily  decreased 
each  year.     For  example  in 

1930  cost  for  street  lighting  was  $12,100. 

1931  10,000. 

1932  10,340. 

1933  10,000. 

1934  10,000. 
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1935  8,700. 

1936  8,000. 

1937 7,300. 

1938  6,000. 

This  shows  that  it  will  cost  about  one  half  as  much  to 
light  the  streets  of  Ipswich  in  1938  as  it  did  to  light  them  eight 
years  ago  in  1930. 

Two  new  voltage  regulators  were  installed  the  past  year 
on  County  street  and  these  have  corrected  the  line  losses  on  that 
circuit  so  that  the  voltage  is  automatically  regulated  at  all  times. 

It  is  recommended  that  any  balances  in  either  the  Water 
or  Electric  Light  departments  be  returned  'o  these  departments 
for  construction  purposes. 

WATER    DEPARTMENT 

The  water  mains  were  extended  on  Upper  High  street  a 
distance  of  1500  feet  or  nearly  to  the  Rowley  line  making  it 
possible  for  5  residences  to  use  the  Town  supply  and  all  the 
buildings  in  Ipswich  at  that  point  to  have  fire  hydrant  protec- 
tion. The  labor  for  this  extension  was  furnished  by  the  W.  P. 
A. 

The  department  was  very  fortunate  in  receiving  from  the 
W.  P.  A.  a  project  to  clear  brush  and  dead  t^ees  around  both  the 
storage  basins,  rebuild  a  bridge,  and  remove  an  old  coal  storage 
building  and  reseed  the  greater  part  of  the  slope  around  the  main 
basin  on  Dow's  Brook. 
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The  department  has  also  completed  i  W.  P.  A.  project 
started  last  year  of  relocating  and  mapping  all  of  the  water  ser- 
vice shut-offs  and  gates.  These  have  been  blue-printed  and  for 
the  first  time  the  department  has  a  complete  up  to  date  record  of 
these  which  are  very  important  in  case  of  emergency. 

It  was  shown  during  last  summer  that  the  summer  service 
water  line  supplying  the  colonies  at  Great  Neck  and  Little  Neck 
was  entirely  too  small  to  properly  supply  the  water  required  at 
these  places.  A  request  was  filed  with  the  W.  P.  A.  authorities 
for  an  appropriation  to  supply  the  labor  necessary  to  install  a 
new  8  inch  water  main  from  a  point  near  the  entrance  to  Bark- 
er's Island  to  the  entrance  at  Little  Neck  a  distance  of  12,000 
feet.  The  W.  P.  A.  have  approved  this  project  for  the  sum  of 
$21,91 1.00.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment for  materials  will  be  $15,000.00  and  it  is  recommended 
that  the  department  be  given  approval  to  borrow  this  amount 
for  the  purpose.  This  job  will  supply  labor  for  62  men  for  a 
period  of  5  months.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

Again,  at  this  season  of  the  year,  it  becomes  the  duty 
of  your  School  Committee  to  report  to  you  the  activities  of 
the  School  Department  for  the  year  1937,  and  our  recom- 
mendations for  the  coming  year.  The  Academic  activities 
of  our  system  are  given  to  you  in  the  report  of  our  Superin- 
tendent. We  will  attempt  to  bring  to  your  attention  the 
physical  side  of  our  activities. 

Our  new  High  School  has  served  its  purpose  far  beyond 
our  fondest  expectations.  The  Cafeteria  gives  to  the 
students  a  lunch  period  which  has  here-to-fore  never  existed 
and  a  social  hour  which  is  patronized  by  the  entire  student 
body. 

The  Library  room  is  also  filling  a  long  felt  want  which 
affords  the  students  an  opportunity  to  look  up  reference 
matter  without  the  interference  of  class  room  recitations, 
(but  above  all)  the  Gymnasium  is  the  greatest  asset,  because 
of  the  opportunity  it  gives  in  physical  education,  and  we 
now  have  been  able  to  add  Basketball  to  our  list  of  athletics. 

We  have  added  the  past  year  in  our  Manual  Arts  de- 
partment a  sheet  metal  working  course  by  the  purchase  of  a 
metal  working  lathe  and  other  equipment  for  this  course 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Avadanian. 
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We  are  continuing  to  make  land  in  the  rear  of  the 
building  by  keeping  the  dump  graded  off  by  help  furnished 
by  the  Public  Welfare  department.  A  certain  section  there 
has  been  filled  in  enough  to  start  grading.  We  propose  this 
coming  year  to  grade  the  banks  to  the  river's  edge  and 
hope  to  plant  shrubbery  there.  We  earnestly  hope  that 
favorable  action  will  be  taken  by  the  Town  meeting  toward 
the  installation  of  a  lighting  system  about  the  building  and 
grounds  of  the  new  High  School.  This  is  very  necessary 
as  a  protection  to  persons  and  property  as  under  the  present 
conditions  it  is  very  dark  and  hazardous  there. 

This  past  summer  we  corrected  a  very  bad  leaky  condi- 
tion on  the  front  of  the  Shatswell  school  and  propose  this 
coming  year  to  do  the  south  east  side  of  the  building  in  a 
like  manner.  At  this  time  we  would  strongly  urge  that 
some  action  be  taken  toward  the  widening  of  Green  Street, 
as  the  traffic  conditions  there  are  hazardous  because  of 
increased  traffic  caused  by  the  new  High  School. 

The  inner  physical  condition  of  the  Central  group  of 
buildings  has  been  considerably  improved  by  cleaning  and 
painting  done  by  help  furnished  by  the  Public  Welfare  De- 
partment. New  lighting  fixtures  have  been  installed  in  the 
Manning  building.  We  propose  this  year  to  repair  the  ceil- 
ing in  the  Assembly  hall,  also  to  replace  the  roof  covering 
on  the  dormer  windows  on  the  building. 

We  have  submitted  to  the  Federal  Government  a  pro- 
ject to  paint  the  outside  of  both  the  Winthrop  and  Manning 
buildings.  When  this  is  completed  this  group  of  buildings 
will  have  been  thoroughly  renovated.  The  Manning  build- 
ing now  accommodates  four  eighth  grades  as  a  Junior  High 
and  by  removing  them  from  the  Winthrop  building  congestion 
in  that  building  has  been  relieved.  The  corridors  are  no  longer 
used  as  classrooms. 
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Because  of  the  lightning  damage  at  the  Burley  School 
the  roof  of  that  building  has  been  repaired  and  aside  from 
a  minor  leak  in  the  front  wall  and  the  repair  of  the  corridor 
floors  that  building  is  in  very  good  condition. 

We  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Miss  Daw- 
son and  the  members  of  the  Public  Welfare  Department  for 
their  whole  hearted  co-operation  in  supplying  labor  for  work 
which  has  been  done  in  the  buildings  and  grounds  this  past 
year,  also  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  for  their  co-opera- 
tion in  supplying  a  pump  to  pump  out  the  basement  of 
the  Winthrop  School  in  the  recent  flood  caused  by  the 
heavy  rains. 

We  want  also  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Superin- 
tendant,  Principals  and  Teachers  for  their  co-operation 
and  all  others  who  have  in  any  way  helped  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  School  Department  successfully  this 
past  year.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  School  Committee, 
Ipswich,  Mass. 

The  thirty-sixth  report  from  the  office  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  follows,  to  which  is  appended  some 
data  about  the  schools. 

ELECTIONS  AND  APPOINTMENTS 

Miss  Violet  Hawkins  was  granted  sick  leave  for  the 
school  year  1937  and  1938.  Miss  Sophie  Kobos  was 
appointed  during  this  period.  Miss  Frances  Ross  re- 
turned to  Grade  Two  in  the  Payne  School  after  a  year's 
leave  of  absence.  Miss  Gertrude  Ciolek  was  employed 
as  a  substitute  in  the  first  grade  in  the  Shatswell  School, 
due  to  a  heavy  enrollment  in  Grade  One.  This  grade  was 
divided,  with  Miss  Ciolek  in  charge  of  one  division.  Miss 
Norma  Paige  is  the  other  first  grade  teacher. 

Miss  Mary  Conley  resigned  from  the  Commercial 
Department  in  the  High  School.  Miss  Helen  Brown  of 
Ipswich  was  elected  to  succeed  Miss  Conley. 

Mr.  Roderick  MacDonald  resigned  his  position  of 
teacher  in  the  High  School  Manual  Training  Depart- 
ment to  accept  a  position  in  Reading,  Mass.  Mr.  Charles 
Avadanian  was  transferred  from  the  Junior  High  School 
to  the  High  School  position. 

Mr.  A.  Herbert  Henrickson,  a  graduate  of  the  Prac- 
tical Arts  Department  of  the  State  Teachers'  College  at 
Fitchburg,  was  elected  to  serve  in  the  Junior  High  School. 
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ART  EDUCATION 

Next  June  the  contract  with  Mrs.  Susan  B.  Adams 
expires.  The  Franklin  System  of  Drawing  then  becomes 
the  property  of  Ipswich.  A  well-trained  and  experienced 
art  supervisor  would  be  a  good  investment  for  Ipswich. 
George  Strayer  of  Columbia  University,  in  "Your 
Schools"  says,  "In  these  days  of  unrest  and  questioning, 
in  all  phases  of  life,  it  is  well  to  study  somewhat  at 
length,  the  various  departments  of  school  life,  in  order 
to  discover  their  significance  in  the  whole  service  that  the 
school  renders."  He  asks,  "What  part  may  art  play  and 
what  value  may  it  have  in  the  life  of  the  individual  pupil?" 
In  the  past  the  art  courses  were  merly  drawing  courses, 
entirely  concerned  with  drilling  the  children  in  the  re- 
production of  objects,  flowers,  and  the  like.  The  art 
courses,  therefore,  have  not  served  as  a  means  for  a  free 
expression.  We  should  take  account  of  the  deep  seated 
need  for  expression  in  art,  especially  in  the  High  School. 
It  is  our  hope  that  some  day  an  art  supervisor  can  be 
added  to  the  faculty. 

AMERICANIZATION  CLASSES 

Section  9  of  Chapter  69  of  the  General  Laws  says: 
"The  department,  with  the  co-operation  of  any  town 
applying  for  Americanization  classes,  may  provide  in- 
struction in  the  use  of  English  for  adults  unable  to  speak, 
read  or  write  the  same,  and  in  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  government." 

This  work  is  conducted  three  evenings  a  week  at  the 
Burley  School.    Miss  Jennie  Johnson  is  in  charge.    She  is 
assisted  by  Miss  Sophie  Kobos.     The  report  from  this 
school  follows:

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2.  Time :    Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  7-9  P.M.   Burley 
School. 

3.  Aims  of  class: 

1.  To  teach  the  English  language. 

2.  To  present  clearly,  the  ideals  and  standards  of

3.  To  encourage  and  prepare  the  immigrant  to  take 
his  place  in  the  civic  and  political  life  of  the  com- 
munity, state  and  nation. 

4.  To  break  down  racial  prejudices  by  encouraging 
association  with  English-speaking  people. 

5.  To  point  out  the  need  for  the  foreigners'  contri- 
bution to  American  culture  and  ideals. 

6.  To  invite  participation  by  the  foreign  born  in  the 
social,  economic  and  cultural  aspects  of  American 
life. 

7.  To  teach  the  laws  of  health,  sanitation,  and  disease 
prevention. 

8.  To  eliminate  illiteracy. 

4.  Work  accomplished  this  year: 

25  lessons  from  the  "Federal  Textbook  on  Citi- 
zenship Training." 

34  pages  on  "The  Basic  Principles  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States." 

5.  Work  for  the  balance  of  the  year: 

Finish  the  books : 

76  lessons  in  "Federal  Textbook  on  Citizen- 
ship Training." 

63  pages  on  "The  Basic  Principles  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States." 
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This  wider  use  of  the  schools  for  adult  education 
and  community  meetings  is  a  justifiable  expenditure. 
Experience  indicates  that  it  is  a  very  desirable  practice. 

We  feel  that  we  are  approaching  a  situation  wherein 
education  within  the  community,  including  recreations, 
should  be  encouraged  beyond  high  school  education. 
Adult  education,  usually  voluntary,  should  be  the  most 
fruitful  kind  of  education. 

BUILDINGS 

A  painting  project  has  been  requested.  The  Win- 
throp  and  Manning  Schools  need  paint  very  badly.  If 
the  government  does  not  approve  the  project,  we  would 
request  that  the  finance  committee  recommend  a  suffi- 
cient sum  of  money  for  this  very  important  work. 

The  brick  work  at  the  Shatswell  School  has  always 
presented  difficulties  during  storms.  Last  summer  we 
sand-blasted  the  front  of  the  school  and  re-pointed  all 
the  joints  in  the  masonry  on  the  front  of  the  building. 
No  leaks  have  occurred  since  that  time.  Further  repairs 
will  be  made  next  summer. 

GROUNDS 

The  dumping  of  rubbish  at  the  High  School  has 
made  valuable  land.  The  river  bank  needs  to  be  per- 
manently graded.  This  work  can  start  at  the  Green 
Street  bridge  and  continue  to  a  point  well  past  the  High 
School  building. 

The  football  field  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Athletic  Commission.  A  specific  sum  should  be  appro- 
priated yearly,  however,  for  loam,  fertilizer,  and  care, 
if  we  wish  to  keep  the  field  in  fine  condition. 
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COURSES  OF  STUDY 

Acting  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee 
courses  of  study  are  being  prepared  for  all  the  grades. 
This  work,  based  on  a  study  of  accepted  educational 
procedures,  and  their  application  to  our  local  school 
problems,  will,  we  hope,  integrate  and  define  the  work 
accomplished  in  the  various  grades  of  the  Ipswich  schools. 

AUDIOMETER  TESTS 

Chapter  71,  Section  54  of  the  General  Laws,  Relat- 
ing to  Education,  says:  "That  every  physician  shall 
make  a  prompt  examination  and  diagnosis  of  all  children 

referred  to  him/'  Our  school  physician  has  done  this  efficiently, 
and  a  very  complete  health  record  is  kept  by  the  nurse  in  the 
health  center  at  the  Manning  building.  All  recommenda- 
tions are  made  on  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  We  extend  an  invitation  to 
the  parents  to  have  conferences  at  any  time  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  findings  of  the  various  clinics. 

Section  57  has  to  do  with  the  testing  of  the  eyes  for 
defective  sight  and  the  ears  for  faulty  hearing.  It  speci- 
fies that  the  "Tests  of  sight  and  hearing  shall  be  made 
by  the  teachers  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education. " 

This  year  the  hearing  tests  were  conducted  with  the 
aid  of  an  audiometer.  Many  pupils  who  were  formerly 
regarded  as  backward  and  poorly  behaved  are  merely 
suffering  from  poor  hearing. 
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These  tests  were  given  by  Mrs.  Helen  T.  Barrows 
of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  The  findings 
are  below :

Every  parent  to  whom  a  report  of  loss  of  hearing 
was  sent  should  not  disregard  it.  Miss  Bailey  will  be 
glad  to  show  the  tests  to  all  who  are  interested,  particu- 
larly to  parents  of  those  children  who  have  a  loss  of 
12  "sensation  units,,  of  hearing.  Any  student  with  such 
a  loss  should  be  carefully  studied,  for  it  indicates  that 
the  pupil  should  have  lip  reading  instruction  if  the  hear- 
ing difficulty  cannot  be  corrected  by  medical  treatment. 
Those  having  9  "sensation  units"  of  loss  are  border-line 
cases  and  need  expert  care. 

The  parents  of  the  48  pupils  found  to  have  defective 
hearing  in  one  or  both  ears  have  been  notified. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  new  High  School  building  has  been  in  use  for 
one  year.  It  meets  the  needs  of  the  community  in  every 
particular.  The  whole  building  is  in  use  at  all  times  and 
the  pupils  respect  the  fineness  of  the  structure  and  its 
furnishings.  Since  occupying  the  building,  we  have  seen 
a  very  definite  development  in  pupil  initiative.  The  pupils 
have  adapted  themselves  to  their  new  environment  and 
are  showing  a  very  improved  sense  of  responsibility  in 
the  care  of  their  school. 

The  study  pupils  now  have  an  opportunity  to  study 
in  a  room  free  from  class  activity,  and  the  class  room 
teacher  is  not  compelled  to  divide  her  attention  between 
class  and  study  pupils. 

Aside  from  the  regular  class  room  work,  the  build- 
ing affords  opportunity  for  social  development.  The 
cafeteria,  in  particular,  affords  an  opportunity  for  a 
social  lunch  hour,  and  it  is  a  real  pleasure  to  see  the  spirit 
of  the  pupils  in  this  room.  Some  of  the  pupils  bring 
lunches  from  home,  and  this  is  encouraged.  No  one  is  in 
any  way  compelled  to  buy.  Many  do  buy  the  whole- 
some food  on  sale.  But  the  point  is,  they  all  can  be  seated 
around  the  tables  like  a  large  family  and  enjoy  their 
lunches  and  carry  on  their  discussions  of  the  topics  of 
the  day. 

The  girls  taking  the  Domestic  Science  Course  pre- 
pare and  serve  the  food  each  day.  They  are  given  the 
responsibility  of  each  phase  of  cafeteria  management, 
and  all  of  their  work  is  correlated  with  the  class  work. 
These  girls  are  receiving  vocational  training,  which  we 
hope  will  help  them  to  adjust  themselves  to  real  life 
situations. 
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The  auditorium  is  in  use  the  greater  part  of  the 
time.  Assembly  programs  are  planned  for  all  the  schools 
when  it  is  possible  to  present  current  educational  prol  - 
lems  to  the  whole  group.  We  have  had  some  very  worth 
while  group  educational  programs  such  as  the  General 
Electric  Company's  "Previews  of  Progress/'  and  the 
American  Bell  Telephone  Company's  demonstration,  and 
the  Covered  Wagon  Celebration.  Plays  by  the  students 
of  the  French  and  English  Departments  of  the  High 
School  and  grades  have  been  ably  presented  in  the  audi- 
torium. The  various  holidays  are  always  observed  with 
suitable  exercises.  The  auditorium  is  also  used  for  a 
gymnasium  in  developing  our  athletic  program.  Inter- 
class  games  in  basketball  were  held  last  year  to  develop 
talent.  This  year  Ipswich  has  made  a  fine  showing  in 
this  sport.  Sixty  boys  are  in  the  squad.  Although  the 
High  School  faculty  is  co-operating  in  giving  as  much 
direction  in  physical  activity  as  they  can,  an  even  more 
extended  use  could  be  made  of  our  fine  athletic  equip- 
ment if  we  had  a  full-time  physical  director  for  both 
boys  and  girls.  In  our  present  set-up  the  Junior  and 
Senior  girls  are  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Blodgett,  the 
Sophomore  girls  under  Miss  Arthur,  and  the  Freshman 
girls  under  Miss  Brown.  These  teachers  devote  two  peri- 
ods of  wrork  a  week  to  this  activity.  The  boys  are  directed 
by  Mr.  Avadanian  and  Mr.  Conary. 

These  teachers,  as  well  as  the  others,  have  full 
schedules,  and  they  require  time  for  preparation  of  thei: 
daily  work  as  well  as  time  for  paper  correction.  It  would 
seem,  with  the  heavy  teaching  load  and  the  need  for  a 
more  complete  physical  educational  program,  that  an 
extra  teacher  is  almost  a  necessity.  In  fact,  the  State 
Supervisor  of  Secondary  Education,  Mr.  Alfred  Mack, 
made  such  a  recommendation  after  his  recent  inspection 
of  our  school. 
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The  faculty  of  the  High  School  and  the  principal, 
Mr.  Whipple,  deserve  our  appreciation  for  their  hard 
work  and  meritorious  service. 

We  particularly  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Albert  Waite 
and  Mrs.  Scott  for  their  sincere  interest  in  all  the  school 
activities  and  commend  them  for  their  very  efficient  care 
of  the  High  School  Building. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

We  also  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the  elementary 
school  teachers  and  their  principals  for  their  loyalty 
and  for  their  constant  interest  in  the  educational  experi- 
ences of  the  children.  The  assembly  and  club  programs 
deserve  special  commendation.  It  is  only  through  the 
efforts  of  the  teachers  in  thoroughly  training  the  chil- 
dren in  the  fundamentals,  that  the  pupils  can  be  made 
ready  for  the  later  experiences  in  life. 

We  appreciate  the  work  of  the  janitors  in  the  elementary 
schools. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

The  Nursery  School  was  organized  in  1934  and  has 
been  conducted  first  at  the  Burley  and  now  at  the  Shats- 
well  School.  All  expenses  were  paid  by  the  Federal 
Government.  In  September,  1937,  the  school  was  again 
re-organized  but  this     time  without       support     for  the 

mid-morning  and  noon  lunches.  This  forced  us  to  appeal 
to  the  community  for  financial  assistance.  The  school 
evidently  has  proved  its  worth  because  the  response  to 
our  request  for  assistance  was  very  generous.

SAFETY  EDUCATION 

In  1937  at  least  fifteen  thousand  children  under  the 
age  of  15  years  were  killed  in  accidents.  Many  of  these 
were  bicycle  riders,  others  were  killed  in  attempting  to 
cross  the  highways  at  points  other  than  guarded  inter- 
sections. Hundreds  were  drowned.  I  make  these  state- 
ments in  the  hope  that  everyone  reading  these  words 
will  do  all  th^vcan  to  prevent  any  loss  of  life  in  Ipswich. 
Our  Police  Department  guards  our  crossings  morning, 
noon,  and  night,  and  we  thank  them  for  their  continual 
interest  in  the  children.  It  is  our  hope  that  everyone  will 
think  on  these  things. 

CONCLUSION 

May  I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  School  Committee 
and  to  the  community  for  co-operation  in  providing 
everything  possible  for  our  children.  We  hope  that  we 
can  always  "provide  opportunities  for  growth  under 
living  conditions  which  consistently  and  continuously 
provide  for  normal  mental  development;  adequate 
medical  service ;  a  social  environment  in  which  youth  is 
spared  unnecessary  stresses  and  strains  caused  by  domes-

tic  unhappiness,  poverty,  crime,  political  corruption,  and 

community  conflicts."  We  h  ope  that  as  our  young 
men  and  women  leave  our  schools  that  they  as- 
sume responsibility  for  "helping  to  plan  and  execute  a 
program  of  healthy  living  and  worthy  endeavor;  the 
conservation  and  improvement  of  the  home  that  has 
nurtured  them,  the  schools  that  have  sponsored  their 
education,  and  the  community,  the  state,  and  the  nation 
that  have  fostered  and  protected  their  growth."

A  birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance  to  the 
first  grade. 

Vaccination: 

No  child  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  the  first  grade 
without  a  certificate  of  successful  vaccination.  Quotation 
from  State  Law,  Chapter  76,  Section  15:  "An  unvac- 
cinated  child  shall  not  be  admitted  to  a  public  school 
except  upon  presentation  of  a  certificate  like  the  physi- 
cian's certificate  required  by  Section  182,  of  Chapter  3." 
Employment  Certificates: 

No  child  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen 
shall  be  allowed  to  leave  school  until  a  signed  Promise 
of  Employment  Card  has  been  presented  to  the  principal 
of  the  school  which  he  is  attending  or  to  the  super- 
intendent. 

The  employment  certificates  are  issued  every  week- 
day at  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.
